From 
the recent debates in the British Parliament, 
it is-clear that the Imperial policy is for. the 
North American Provinces, when consolidated, 
to work out their own salvation. It is to be 
hoped that it will be done fearlessly, without 
niuth trembling. The leading statesmen of 
Great Britain are unanimously of opinion 
that the time has come for the North _Ameri- 
can Colonies to cease being a burden to the 
mother country, that for the future their de- 
velopment and defence should be left to 
themselves, so that, with the great gift of per- 


self-reliance, and the trath of heaven helping 
those who help themselves.

is not encouraging to fcapitalists. Most of 
them have been painfully unremunerative, 
Probably the mest melancholy specimen of 
stupendous financial embarrassment and fail- 
ure in the railway world is the Grand Truak 
of Canada. As, unfortunately, railways are un- 
profitable in those parts of the Dominion 
where there is population, it is useless at- 
tempting to persuade capitalists that they 
would be successes in regions -where there ate 
no people, if we except Indians. 

The Depinion Government would do well 
to realize at once the probability that upon 
itself will devolve the task of linking by. rail 
the Eastern Provinces with the Saskatchewan 
and British Columbia, either by guaranteeing 
to capitalists a certain annual rate of interest 
for a term of years upon the cost of the lite, 
or by raising the money‘upon the Dominion 
credit, and making a national concern of it. 
Nations do not hesitate to borrow and spend 
hundreds of millions in warfare. Money is 
certainly better raised for productive than 
destructive purposes. Surely, if necessary, 
the Dominion should not. hesitate to borrow 
for an undertaking which, if carried out. 
quickly, may make the Dominion a success, 
but which, if deferred indefinately, will cer- 
tainly make it a failire. In many countries 
of Europe, where Aailways will~ not pay 
priyate enterprise, they are built by the State, 
and are State property. In Great Britain, at 
the present time, the Committee of the House 
of Commons - has reported in favor of the 
Government purchasing and running the 
Irish railways, upon the ground that though 
they have beggared the shareholders so that 
they cannot much longer be kept going by 
individuals, they are necessary, for the de- 
velopment and progress of the country. The 
Dominion might well apply the same princi- 
ple to @ trans-continental railway. The im- 
perative necessity, politically, for the line 
being at once built you have torcibly pointed 
out. The Dominion has either to develop 
rapidly or tumble to pieces. If it is to-be 
anything more substantial than a shadow 
crossing the path of the Americar Republic, 
it must divert to the Red River country, and 
the Saskatchewan, the great Enropean 
stream of emigrants—more frnitful that Nile 
waters-—now flowing over the wiste lands of 
the Western States, covering them with 
granaries-and great ¢ities, The Dominion 
must attempt this, and it remains gin open 
question whether her ambition. is not greater 
than her power, and whether she has uot un- 
dertaken a task beyond her strength.
